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Will the 3G pitch 
really save money? 


1 MUST thank 
Mr Miles 
Punter of the 
Vale Council for his 
reply to my letter 
published in The 
GEM recently, 
regarding the 
Jenner Park 3G 
pitch at Barry. 

Apparently, the plan 
is to cut the cost of a 
loss-making facility, 
while at the same time 
increasing use from 
football clubs and hence 
income. 

I do not doubt the 
decision to spend such a 
large amount of money 
on a football pitch was 
difficult, but I fail to 
understand how the 
plans will increase sports 
participation in the Vale. 

In reality, 3G pitches 
elsewhere for the use of 
mini and youth football, 
would have helped 
participation in sport far 
more effectively. 

Having run junior 
football teams for eight 
years, I have seen the 
way the season is ruined 
most years for many 
hundreds of youngsters 
by waterlogged pitches. 

The 3G pitch will 
benefit a very small 
number of adult players, 
and do nothing for the 
participation of young 
people. 

The numbers do not 
add up. 

To pay back the 
investment of £480,000 
in three years, the pitch 
would have to be rented 


for 16 hours a day, seven 
days a week by paying 
customers handing over 
almost £28 per hour. 

How many mini and 
junior football teams are 
that wealthy? 

Add on staffing costs 
to look after the facility, 
maintenance, floodlights, 
and the price rises 
further. 

If it was used purely 
for football matches 
during the season, the 
realistic absolute (but 
improbable) maximum 
would be one game 
every day of the week, 
plus two every day on 
the weekend. 

Charging £300 per 
game, as at present, the 
maximum income would 
be 360 matches - 
yielding an income of 
£108,000 a year, or 
£324,000 in three 
years... Still not enough 
to pay off the 
investment, let alone 
make savings. 

I am sad to say that 
the most realistic option 
to reduce costs may well 
have been to close 
Jenner Park altogether 
and sell it for 
development. At least 
that option would have 
helped toward the 
£25,000,000 savings 
required. 

As a final insult, the 
pitch is not even being 
laid in the closed season, 
so earnings potential for 
a quarter of the 
footballing year will be 
lost.

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Campaigners claim 
introduction of car 
parking charges will 
damage the economy

LOCAL people have begun to campaign 
against the introduction of car parking 
charges in Barry. 

Three car parks in the town would be 
affected - Thompson Street, Wyndham Street and 
Kendrick Road. 

Up to two hours, the cost will be £1. Three 
hours will be £1.60, and up to four hours will 
cost £ 2 . 20 . 

The Yale Council argues that the measure will 
ensure the most efficient and effective use of 
spaces - and prevent some people from hogging 
spaces in town centre car parks for the whole 
day. The report has to be discussed at the 
economy environment scrutiny committe on 
September 1 before going back to the Vale 
Cabinet for further discussion. 

On Saturday, August 8 , those opposed to 
charges gathered at Wyndham St car park to 
voice their concerns. 

Plaid spokesman Barry Shaw said he was 
horrified by the plans. 

He said: “It’s clear that the council’s proposals 
would hit trade and deter customers. This has 
been planned without any meaningful discussions 
with the public, traders or shoppers. 

“Why does the council think that charging 
people to come to Barry town centre will help the 
local economy? 

“Last week most Barry councillors failed to 
oppose the incinerator off Dock View Road. Now 
there are these charges. 

“What will be the hat trick of blows for the 
community?” 

Central Barry Plaid councillor Ian Johnson

said: “We want to engage with the council to 
explain how the current plans will damage the 
economy of the town. 

“I asked that this matter be halted before it was 
implemented by the ruling Labour-led cabinet so 
that more discussions could take place. This was 
rejected by the chair of the scrutiny committee.” 

Charges are also being introduced in 
Cowbridge and local MP Alun Cairns is holding 
meetings in both towns over the issue. 

He said: “The community came out in large 
numbers to express concern about proposals in 
both Barry and Cowbridge to introduce 
significant car parking charges. 

“Having spoken to many, many people about 
these plans - there is anger about the potential 
impact on our communities. I have also received 
many messages of support from many residents 
in other towns like Llantwit Major who are 
concerned about future plans. 

“The Vale cabinet should listen to the valid 
concerns and pause to consider the impact and 
ask the question ‘will these plans support our 
towns and surrounding villages?’ As it stands, the 
answer is a resounding no.” 

People may wonder what happens to the 
money raised in car parks. Revenue from off- 
street parking must first be used to pay the 
operational and maintenance costs of the car 
parks. Any surplus is then available to use in 
other areas.

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NOW WORLD 
CHAMPION 
HONOURED 
BY BARRY 


AT a special meeting of Barry Town Council 
in July, it was unanimously agreed that Lee 
Selby of Barry should be made an Honorary 
Freeman of the Town in recognition of his 
exceptional achievements in boxing, most 
notably his recent IBF featherweight 
champion title. 

Lee and his family were invited to the Council 
Chamber to receive the Freedom Scroll, followed 
by a meal in his honour, hosted by the Mayor of 
Barry, Coun Emma Pritchard. 

The act of granting an individual ‘Freedom of 
the Town’ (known as Honorary Freeman) is now 
seen as an honorary title and is only awarded to 
those who have ‘rendered eminent services to the 
town within the meaning of Section 259 of the 
Local Government Act 1933’ and is the highest 
honour a council can bestow. 

A council spokesman said: “The last time Barry 
Town Council bestowed this honour was 11 years 
ago to celebrate David Davies and his success at 
winning a silver medal in the Olympic Games. 
Councillors praised Lee for being an inspiring role 
model and reiterated how proud Barry is of him. 

“In the 13th century, the title of ‘Freeman’ would 
be seen as an ‘economic transaction’, a person 
would pay a fee and it would give them trading 
rights in the richest part of the kingdom and has 
been described as a ‘medieval quality control or 
trading standards.’ 

“There were a number of rights traditionally but 
apocryphally associated with freeman such as the 
right to drive sheep and cattle through the town; to 
a silken rope, if hanged; to carry a naked sword in 
public; or if a policeman were to find a freeman 
drunk and incapable, they would be bundled into a 
taxi and sent home rather than thrown into a cell. 

“While sheep have occasionally been driven 
over London Bridge on special occasions, the rest 
of these ‘privileges’ are now effectively symbolic. 
However, the honour of the title still remains.”

“The windows were blown out and the slates 
came off the roof. 

“We think the Germans were dropping some 
spare bombs after a mission over Cardiff. If it had 
been a direct hit, the family would have been 
killed.” 

At the time, the farm was run by Gwyn’s father 
Aubrey, who had come from Penmark Farm, and his 
mother Hilda, who had arrived from Cliff Farm 
Llancarfan. 

For many years, Wrinstone was a dairy farm, but 
it moved out of that area of farming in 2008 and 
now has cattle, breeding ewes, 45 acres of com and 
an acre of potatoes. 

Gwyn and Gerry have worked happily together 
over the decades in a place visitors describe as “a 
beautiful place, right by Cardiff, but out in the 
wilds”. 

Gerry was working four days a week until this 
January when he had an eye problem and had to 


have treatment at the University Hospital of Wales. 
Consequently, he’s scaled the working week down 
to three days. In all other respects, he is in fine 
fettle. 

Gwyn said: “Gerry’s always done things well on 
the farm. I don’t think people will see his sort of 
dedication again. 

“In 1963, there was terrible snow and the lanes 
were blocked for six weeks. Gerry walked across 
the fields every day to come up and milk the cows. 

“Seventy years is a marvellous achievement. 
He’s never had a week off sick. 

“I saw a shepherd on TV at the Royal Welsh 
Show who got a medal for doing 42 years - Gerry’s 
done a lot longer than that.” 

Gerry has no plans for retirement and says he and 
his wife Phyllis will know when it is time for him to 
call it a day. 

The GEM’s already put Gerry’s 75th anniversary 
in the diary! 


Busy week for Barry RNLI 


BARRY RNLI has been busy 
over the last nine days, 
responding to two call-outs 
and spending the weekend 
giving safety advice to 
holidaymakers. 

On Tuesday, August 4, the 
crew were called to a 47ft yacht 
aground and in danger of capsize 
just off Cardiff Bay Barrage. 

Penarth’s inshore lifeboat 
joined Barry’s all-weather 
lifeboat on the scene and were 
able to confirm that the crew of 
the yacht were in fact safe and 
well. 

Advice was given to the crew 


about re-floating on the next tide, 
and the crews returned to their 
stations. 

On Saturday, August 9, the 
crew were paged again to search 
for a three-year-old who was 
missing off Whitmore Bay, Barry 
Island but were thankful to be 
stood down as the child had been 
found on-shore. 

A Barry RNLI spokeswoman 
said: “Barry Island beach has one 
of the highest number of missing 
children incidents of all UK 
beach resorts. The RNLI 
lifeguards work with other 
emergency services to bring such 


incidences to a quick and positive 
resolution. On Saturday and 
Sunday, August 9-10, education 
volunteers were stationed on the 
promenade to hand out sea safety 
information for children on the 
beach, and wristbands for parents 
to write their mobile numbers on 
and the children to wear. 

“Wristbands are always 
available from the lifeguards, or 
the RNLI shop by the Crazy 
Golf’.

WEIRD WANDERINGS AND 
SOME MEMORY MUSINGS! 


ON August 4, 
member Alan Smith 
gave a talk to Dinas 
Powys Probus club 
members entitled 
‘Museums, 
Memories and 
Musings’. 

He warned members 
in advance that it would 
embrace weird and 
strange wanderings 
through museums he has 
visited, with random 
digressions into his 
family tree and early 
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memories! 

He first featured the 
Living Museum of the 
North at Beamish near 
Newcastle upon Tyne. It 
is arranged around a 
large tramway circuit, 
and includes among 
others a miners’ village 
and a reconstructed town 
as it would have been 
around 1913. 

Numerous forms of 
transport circulate, 
including old buses, 
taxis and trams. This 
led to a digression about 
steam engines and Alan 
showed photographs of 
the original ‘puffing 
devil’ road tractor, which 
famously exploded when 
the driver was in a pub. 

The Co-op shop 
reminded him of a 
department store in 
Sheffield where his 
mother bought ‘boy’s 
knickers’ as short 
trousers were then 
known. 

The museum also 
features kitchens, school¬ 
rooms and a printer’s 
shop. Alan has 
discovered that back in 
his family tree, he had an 
ancestor who was a 
printer, namely one 
Thomas Jennings bom in 
Gloucester, whose 
ancestry can be traced to 
a six times great 
grandfather, David 
Powell, bom in 
Llanfihangel Bryn 
Pabuan, Breconshire. 

The next museum 
discussed was the Black 
Country Museum at 
Dudley in the Midlands. 


The first exhibit was a 
replica atmospheric 
beam-engine, steam 
driven, and used to raise 
water. 

Alan showed a 
diagram of its action. 
Beam engines were 
invented in 1712 and 
must have astonished the 
workers used only to 
horse power. 

The last one was built 
in 1795, but was still 
working in 1923. 
Reconstmcted buildings 
included a pub, pawn 
shop and hardware store 
and an active smithy with 
a blacksmith making 
nails. 

A gas light in one of 
the shops reminded Alan 
of the first one he ever 
saw when visiting his 
great aunt Annie, who 
had been employed as a 
weaver at the Black 
Dyke Mills in Bradford, 
where his grandmother 
also worked as a ‘burler 
and mender’ removing 
flaws from the cloth. 

The members were 
also shown photographs 
of the old kitchen and 
wash houses with all the 
original equipment intact, 
including mangles. 

This reminded Alan of 
his father’s purchase of 
an early electric washing 
machine in the 1940s, 
which had a detachable 
power-operated mangle. 

Alan’s interest in our 
industrial past and the 
associated pride and 
standard of craftsmanship 
has encouraged him, 
assisted by wife Zoe, to 


collect furniture and 
other household objects, 
such as early gaslight 
fittings which were in 
danger of being scrapped. 

These he has 
renovated, being entirely 
self-taught in the skills of 
furniture restoration and 
traditional upholstery.

‘More support 
needed for Dinas 
Powys bypass’ 

— says councillor 


THERE was a disappointing 
level of support for the 
inclusion of Dinas Powys 
bypass in the Local Transport 
Plan for the Vale, a local 
councillor has said. 

Plaid Cymru’s Chris Franks 
described the lack of interest as 
“deeply unhelpful”. 

During a debate in the Vale 
Council, Plaid argued that to ignore 
transport issues when the Local 
Development Plan was proposing 
over ten thousand new houses was 
misguided. 

Coun Franks said: “Unless the 
council shows support for this 


scheme how will it ever be 
progressed? We highlighted the 
growing traffic congestion including 
at the Merrie Harrier Junction and at 
the Murch Road/Cardiff Road traffic 
lights. 

“No work has been undertaken at 
these pinch points. Meanwhile the 
number of housing approvals is 
increasing every month. 

“The Plan does not include rail 
transport. Surely this is a major flaw. 

“If there was a fast efficient train 
service at peak times, road 
congestion would be reduced. 

“It is a shame that Labour in the 
Assembly will not consider this 
need.”

THE organisers of 
a cycling 

fundraiser hosted 
at the Blacksmiths 
Arms, Llanmaes 
for Paralympic 
champion Simon 
Richardson, were 
thrilled with a 
turn-out of 80 
people on 

Saturday, August 1. 

Miguel Sutcliffe, one 
of the organisers of the 
#cy clefor simon 
campaign, told The 
GEM: 

“We were expecting 
maybe 20 riders, but to 
our surprise, 80 people 
turned up. 

There were even 
some cyclists who were 
doing their own thing 
on the day, and tagged 
along as well and got 
involved.” 

Fundraisers wanted 
to help Simon’s 
recovery from a serious 
accident by providing 
him with a treadmill 
and weights machine. 

Simon, a double gold 
medallist, suffered 
multiple injuries in 
2011 when he was 
knocked off his bike on 
the A48 during his 
preparations for the 
London Paralympics. 

He suffered injuries 
to the back, sternum, 
his legs, pelvis - along 
with a collapsed lung. 
At the time he was put 
in an induced coma. 

The fundraiser was 
the first time Simon had 
been able to ride on two 
wheels since the 
accident - courtesy of a 
modified bike. 

Miguel said: “Simon 
had surgery on his back 
and the modified bike 
allowed him to 
maintain an upright 
posture. 

“He managed to 
cycle 15 ki lometres.” 

Simon had been 


worried about pushing 
off at the beginning of 
the ride, his balance 
during it, and stopping, 
but on all three counts 
he managed. 

Any funds in excess 
of the cost of the 
equipment for Simon’s 
rehabilitation, will go to 
Wales Air Ambulance 
which airlifted him 
from the scene of his 
accident four years ago. 

The cyclists were not 
just locals as Miguel 
explained: “People 
came from Fishguard 
and Llanelli to the west, 
Birmingham, to the 
north, and Dorset.” 

Darren Kenny, 
Simon’s fellow 
Paralympian from 2008 
in Beijing, also 
attended the event to 
offer his support. 
Welsh-born athlete Kate 
Strong, who represents 
Australia and won the 
World Ironman title, 
also took part. 

There was a choice 
of routes - one of 60km 
which went to 
Southerndown, and a 
36km one which turned 
back at Colwinston. 

When people 
returned to the 
Blacksmiths Arms, a 
barbecue was held, and 
proceeds of that went 
towards the fundraising 
total. 

Miguel said: “On the 
day we raised £950 - 
and the total so far is 
£2,100 due to the 
additional donations 
sent to the pub. 

“We want to thank 
everyone who 
participated or who has 
sent a donation.” 

Presentations of 
cheques will be made to 
Simon and Wales Air 
Ambulance in the near 
future.

Walks take in the views 

from mountain and valley 


AFTER some rain on 
the journey up to 
Llanbedr, nine 
walkers from 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers with leader 
Liz set off in drier 
conditions through 
fields to pass through 
Park Wood, a 
forestry plantation 
overlooking the 
beautiful Grwyne 
Fechan valley. 

A clear path through 
green ferns led them 
onto Macnamara’s 
Road, named after John 
Macnamara, a notorious 
gambler who after 
winning Llangoed 
Castle and estate built a 
house in this valley for 
his mistress, along with 
an access road across 
the mountain. 

However after a 
drinking bout he was 
racing back home in his 
carriage to win a bet 
when an accident 
occurred and he was 
killed. 

Enjoying the glorious 
views as drizzle rain 
began to fall, the group 
climbed gradually 
towards Mynydd 
Llysiau or Herb 
Mountain, while the 
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(SRA number 569027) 


surrounding mountain 
tops were covered in 
low mist and cloud 
which (fortunately) did 
not last long. 

Turning south and 
descending through Tal 
Trwynau, they paused 
out of the wind for 
lunch, before passing 
redundant spoil heaps 
on their way to the 
valley bottom, where 
farm tracks and a steep 
descent through a 
meadow led back to 
their start. 

By contrast, William 
took his group of four 
walkers up to the 
stunning Golden Valley 
in Herefordshire to 
explore some of the 
quaint villages and at 
this time of year the 
valley is golden with 
the ripening of the 
crops. 

Beginning from the 
village of Peterchurch 
and heading along part 
of the Herefords hi re 
trail, they climbed 
through woods to the 
hamlet of St Margret’s, 
pausing for morning 
break before exploring 
the simple Norman 
church where the 
famous carved oak rood 
screen dates back to 
1520. 

Encountering a 
shower and fighting 
their way through some 
overgrown paths they 
moved on to B acton 
Manor Park and stud 
before climbing Cwm 
Hill. 

With fast-improving 
weather and enjoying 
the glorious views to 
the Black Mountains 
and Garway Hill, a 
descent led them to the 
former Cistercian Dore 
Abbey, founded in 1147 
and which flourished 
until it was dissolved by 
the Tudor King Henry 
VIII, after which the 


new owner, John 
Scudamore, sold the 
stone from the monastic 
buildings as well as 
dismantling the abbey’s 
roof and nave. 

After lunch they 
headed back along the 
River Dore, passing 
through cider apple 
orchards before heading 
uphill and along the 
disused Golden Valley 
Railway line, which ran 
for almost 19 miles 
from Pontrilas in 
Hereford to Hay-on- 
Wye in Brecknockshire, 
until improving road 
transport forced its 
closure. Crossing 
fields, they returned to 
their start via the quiet 
hamlet of Turnastone.

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

CAR PARKING CHARGES - THE 
UGHT IS NOT WORTH THE CANDLE 




T HREE out of four people 

consider car parking charges the 
determining factor as to whether 
or not they visit towns like Barry and 
Cowbridge. 

This incredible statistic, unearthed by 
The A A after they spoke to over 18,688 
drivers recently, is why the communities of 
Barry and Cowbridge came out in big 
numbers over the weekend to campaign 
against the arbitrary introduction of ill- 
timed parking charges. 

I am very surprised that the Vale Council 
is attempting to introduce such divisive 
policies to the Vale. 

We should all be working for the same 
aim - all of our towns and villages to thrive, 
not cherry-picking some over others. 

But as it stands, Barry and Cowbridge 
could be at a significant disadvantage to 
Llantwit Major and Penarth. People don’t 
think it is fair, and I agree with them. 

I am encouraged to see that the 
community has come together on this issue. 

Many people from Llantwit Major have 
contacted me to express deep concern about 
car parking charges, as they feel that they 
will soon be next. 

The Vale Council cabinet members have 


chosen to introduce car parking charges 
without consulting communities - despite 
the purely speculative reasoning, and 
serious implications. 

Any money that may or not be raised is a 
tiny fraction of income versus the 
substantial annual budget that the authority 
spends. The council could look at the way it 
spends a very large budget, and seek cost 
savings, rather than adding costs and 
pushing the burden on to hand selected 
local communities. 

The AA determined that nine out of 10 
council taxpayers felt charges are 
introduced to simply raise cash for the local 
authority. We have all visited towns around 
the country where you can see the visible 
impact car parking charges have had - they 
cause unnecessary hassle for visitors, it 
raises comparatively very little income, and 
the costs of implementing outweigh the gain. 
The light is simply not worth the candle. 

With never ending increases in council 
tax foisted upon Vale residents, council 
taxpayers expect the local authority to take 
a responsible approach to helping our towns 
thrive - not hastily implementing car 
parking charges without talking to 
residents, traders and the local business and 
community groups. 


Vale residents who have contacted me, 
and those I have met, all share a consensus. 
Changes should support our local shops and 
high streets, and not be used to generate 
cash for a Vale Council with significant 
budgets. 

Our local shops and high streets are what 
make our communities, and I am giving my 
full support to those concerned about these 
plans. The Vale Council has an opportunity 
to support our towns. 

I am grateful to the councillors from 
across the Vale who understand the problem 
of displacement, lack of consultation and 
impact on the surrounding communities of 
Barry and Cowbridge. 

A petition has been started in Barry, I 
cannot overestimate the strength of feeling 
so I will be adding details to my Facebook 
page. A poorly planned and poorly timed 
scheme by the Vale Council should allow for 
the feelings of the community to be 
considered. 

I am determined for important feedback to 
be heard and call on the Vale Council to do 
what is best for our towns and not what, in a 
short sighted manner, is deemed to be best for 
them.

Without 
one, people are four 
times more likely to be 
admitted to hospital for 
their asthma.

Caring Pixie 
is William’s 
best friend!

A LOVING dog called Pixie leaves her home 
every morning of her own accord, and trots 
through the village of Flemingston to spend 
the day with William Lougher who suffered a 
stroke over two years ago. 

At the end of the day - again under her own 
steam - she returns home for the night. 

Pixie, a 14-year-old Jack Russell, lives with 
William’s daughter Rhiannon at a nearby farm. 

She was a little lost when Rhiannon’s son Charlie 
(22) went off to university - but found a new 
vocation. 

William (85) a fourth generation farmer who 
served as a steward at the Vale Show for 50 years, 
said: “She comes every morning and stays with me. 
I couldn’t cope without her.” 

- His wife Thelma explained: “William’s sight was 
affected by the stroke and Pixie will even walk in 
front of him to help him. 

“My husband had been so active all his life, it 
has been frustrating, but Pixie calms him 
completely.” 

Thelma can’t always be around so it is a relief 
for her to know that Pixie is always at her 
husband’s side. 

William suffered his stroke two and a half years 
ago, and when Pixie visited him at Llandough 
Hospital, a special bond was formed. 

Thelma said: “The visit proved a real turning 
point in my husband’s recovery.” 

When William returned home Pixie began her 
daily journeys across the village to spend the day 
with him. 

At one stage, when Pixie had had a 
hysterectomy, the roles were reversed and William 
looked after her. 

Rhiannon said: “Pixie leaves home at between 
7.30am and 8.30am. She makes her way half a 
mile up the road through the village to spend the 
day with my father. In the winter, she wears a 
fluorescent coat and flashing collar. 

“She hasn’t missed a day in over two years and 
decides at the end of the day when to return home. 

“It can vary. If he has a carer or visitor, she will 
not leave his side, guarding him at all costs.” 

Local people know to keep a watchful eye on 
Pixie as she makes her way to William’s house 
from the farm and back. 

During his time sheep farming, he had up to five 
dogs - including a couple of up and coming 
younger ones - and now in his retirement, he has 
another devoted companion.

I HAVE recently 
returned from a 
visit to 

Patagonia where I 
was invited to take 
part in celebrations 
marking the 150th 
anniversary of the 
establishment of the 
Welsh settlement ‘Y 
Wladfa’ in 
Patagonia. 

It was an incredible 
opportunity to visit 
Argentina, to meet with 
the Welsh-speaking 
community in Chubut, 
and to visit this unique 
part of Welsh heritage. 

As part of my visit, I 
took part in a number of 
engagements across 
Patagonia and also 
attended official events 
taking place in Puerto 
Madryn which were 
organised by the Chubut 
Government to mark the 
anniversary.

The new parents’ kitchen at Ty Hafan was created 
when the commercial kitchen at the hospice was split 
in half, with the use of a dividing wall, to create two 
separate spaces. 

Sigma 3’s donated kitchen was installed and is 
already being put to good use. The new kitchen was 
supplied free of charge and a number of appliance 
suppliers also donated new equipment. 

Sigma 3 employees have also been getting 
involved in organising fundraising events for Ty 
Hafan. Over £700 was raised earlier this year 
through various events, including cake sales and 
sponsored cycle rides, and the staff recently held a 
‘fish ‘n chips Friday’ with all proceeds going to the 
charity. 

Haydn Jones, business services manager at Ty 
Hafan, said: “We are very grateful to Sigma 3 for 
their ongoing support - for the generous donation of 
£765, the enthusiastic efforts of the employees and 
of course the new kitchen that they have donated.”

£68,482 funding for 
woodland scheme 


MORE than 300 of the ‘freshers’ at Cardiff and Vale College in 
September have been given a sneak Discovery Day preview of the 
college’s £45m new campus in Cardiff city centre.

A CONSORTIUM 
of 18 schools,

Jenny Scott, director 
of British Council 
Wales, said: “The 
consortium’s success is 
very welcome, we want 
to see more Welsh 


schools benefiting from 
Erasmus-i- funding. 

“We hope that the 
funding for the Forest 
Schools project will 
inspire other school 
leaders to investigate 
how their schools might 
also benefit from the 
Erasmus-i- programme.”

HE 

omnipresen 
ce of the 
superhero film 
has seen returns 
for those 
characters who 
didn’t quite work 
out first time 
around. 

Netflix has 

welcomed Daredevil to 
the fold, as well as The 
Punisher, who’ll be 
appearing in the second 
season of his show, 
while on the big screen 
Superman, rescued 
from the ambivalence 
of Superman Returns in 
2006, is lining up to 
take on Batman next 
year. 

Two Fantastic Four 
films in the noughties 
yielded little love, so 
it’s unsurprising that 
they make a return to 
the big screen under the 
direction of Chronicle 
director Josh Trank. 
Reed Richards (Miles 
Teller) is a young 
scientist who, along 
with colleagues Sue 
Storm (Kate Mara), her 
brother Jonny (Michael 
B Jordan), Ben Grimm 
(Jamie Bell) and Victor 
Von Doom (Toby 
Kebble) are affected 
when a journey to an 
alternative dimension 
results in some 
unwelcome side-effects 
(elasticity, invisibility, 
the ability to set 


themselves aflame and 
turning to rock among 
them); but as they 
attempt to adapt to their 
new-found abilities, a 
face from their past 
threatens the world... 

Given how important 
creating a good 
impression is in the 
world of film, the 
auspices haven’t been 
great for Fantastic 
Four. Rumours of 
reshoots being 
required, director Josh 
Trank being removed 
from the project, the 
studio dissatisfied with 
the finished product 
and negative reactions 
from the internet 
ranging from the 
casting to the look of 
the film, means that in 
the eyes of many this 
film is going to be 
anything but fantastic. 

The finished product 
is a mixed bag, some 
intriguing and smartly 
thought-out elements 
rubbing shoulders with 
some peculiar narrative 
choices and an 
emphasis on world¬ 
building rather than 
creating engaging 
characters; while it 
certainly isn’t fantastic, 
it is by no means a 
complete disaster. 

First, the good: it’s 
clear that director Josh 
Trank (who has 
recently suggested that 
this cut of the film isn’t 
the version he wanted 
released) wanted to

take a different route to 
the multitude of other 
superhero films that 
have filled up 
multiplexes. This is a 
film that is more 
focused on the science 
behind what gives the 
group their powers, and 
the impact it has on 
their lives, and by 
taking this road less 
travelled, makes an 
interesting and more 
low-key offering. 

However, this only 
works if you are given 
a) the time to invest in 
the characters and their 
plight, and b) you get 
to see how a group of 
barely-adults can cope 
with something as life¬ 
changing as being 
given the ability to 


stretch or turn invisible. 

Sadly, the script sets 
up the questions and 
the fuddles the 
answers; we never get 
under the skin of any of 
the characters, so while 
the cast all do 
reasonably well, the 
audience are unable to 
connect with what they 
are going through, and 
Trank’s central idea of 
showing how they cope 
with their 
transformation is 
shamefully ruined with 
just a black screen and 
a caption. 

Only Jamie Bell’s 
Ben Grimm/Thing gets 
anything approaching a 
character arc that 
resonates, his 
transformation the most 
severe and the one that 
makes the character 
stand out. For the rest, 
it’s just a case of same 
old, their new-found 
abilities only coming 
into play at the film’s 
rushed, and 
underwhelming, 
cl im ax. 

A sense of being 
rushed is what spoils 
the film; its running 
time of 100 minutes is 
possibly 20 minutes too 
short (a rare complaint 
in this bloated age of 
cinema), and more time 
to get to know the 
characters and their 
motivations would have 
done the world of 
good. 

Trank’s stylish 


direction is muted and 
rooted in reality, and 
the rare moments of 
action, climax aside, 
are satisfying to watch, 
but there’s not enough 
of it, almost as if he 
wanted to show the 
audience what they can 
do before letting loose 
in the next instalment. 

It’s this attitude that 
ultimately does for 
Fantastic Four - it 
feels like all set-up, no 
pay-off, which is a real 
shame as there are 
elements here that 
could quite easily, with 
a bit of tweaking, 
coalesce into a very 
good, entertaining film; 
however, on the 
evidence of this film, 
these Four aren’t 
Fantastic just yet. 

VERDICT -A case 
of the bad outweighing 
the good, there are 
gems to be found in 
Fantastic Four but they 
find themselves buried 
beneath an emphasis on 
setting up the world of 
the characters, rather 
than the characters 
themselves. Rushed 
and lacking any stand¬ 
out moments, there is 
potential from Josh 
Trank’s film, but that’s 
all - whether it will be 
realised in future 
offerings remains to be 
seen. Average.

Local politicians 9 delight as

LOCAL politicians

Both Dyffryn House 
and Penarth Pier are 
owned by the Vale 
Council. Dyffryn House 
was leased to the 
National Trust in 2013. 

Regional AM, Andrew 
RT Davies, has 
welcomed the official 
crowning of Dyffryn 
Gardens as Wales’s most 
Special Place. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Congratulations must 
go to the team and 
management at Dyffryn 
Gardens which has 
worked so hard over the 
last few years in 
revitalising this beautiful 
landmark. The gardens 
have been rightly 
recognised by locals as 
an outstanding beauty 
spot and the Vale can be 
very proud that it’s won 
the award for two years 
running.

The Keepmoat golf 
day, which is in its third 
year, has raised a 
staggering £10,955 for 
the charity. 

Ty Hafan is one of the 
UK’s leading paediatric 
palliative care charities, 
offering support and care 
to life limited children 
and their families in 
Wales.

£3.7m a year.

“People are turning 
up year on year and 
helping us raise a 
fantastic amount of 
money for a great cause 
which is close to all of 
our hearts. We hope 
people continue to 
attend and give so 
generously and we go on 
to raise even more 
money!” 


Alison Stallard, head 
of business and 
community fundraising 
at Ty Hafan, said: “We 
are incredibly grateful to 
Keepmoat for raising 
such a fantastic amount 
for Ty Hafan.

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How to serve up your 
own championship lawn 


W IMBLEDON is a British 
institution, and for many 
heralds the start of true 
summertime. 

But Wimbledon would be nothing without the 
glorious green lawns which provide the backdrop to 
the tears, tension and celebrations that make its one 
of the most exciting annual sporting events. 

However very few people realise how easy it is 
to create their very own Wimbledon-worthy lawn at 
home. Here, Guy Jenkins from Johnsons Lawn 
Seed - the UK’s leading UK premium grass seed 
supplier - explains how. 

First service - Backing 
the number one seed: 

WIMBLEDON lawns are created using 100 per 
cent amenity perennial ryegrass of the highest 
quality. The mixture used is quite simply one 
type of top grade ryegrass, similar to Johnsons 
Lawn Seed’s ‘The V - new for the 2015 season 
(prices start from RRP £7.99 for a 500g carton). 

The difference with premium blends and budget 
brands of grass seed are the mixtures used; often 
unsuitable agricultural grasses are employed to bulk 
the pack out, so be on your guard. 

Before you look to buy your seed, use the 
Johnsons Lawn Seed product selector 
( www.johnsonslawnseed.com/seedselector.php ) to 
make sure you get the right seed for your garden. 
Tie break - avoid carving 
up the court with infrequent 
and heavy mowing: 
CUTTING the grass plays a huge part in 
maintenance, yet if done incorrectly, the damage 
to the grass plants you have sown and nurtured 
will only serve to set your championship lawn up 
for an early exit. 


At Wimbledon, the courts are cut very short on a 
daily basis, leaving a dense carpet of strong but 
fine-leaved grass plants. But not everyone has a 
team of groundskeepers looking after their grass, so 
be realistic and aim for twice a week. 

For the first cut of any newly sown lawn, avoid 
mowing any lower than 1 !4 inches. All grass plants 
will naturally grow vertically, towards the light, so 
if left growing will become tall and sparse in the 
cover they provide. 

By effectively pruning at the right height - 
cutting just the outer leaves at the top - the lower 
leaves can develop into thicker, stronger plants. 

If your lawn looks sparse, or has weeds filling 
the gaps, this is often a clear sign that you are 
cutting too short. 

Match point - getting 
back to the roots: 

MAKING sure the root system of your grass is 
the healthiest it can be is also very important. 

The Wimbledon lawns feature complex drainage 
systems beneath the turf, so to ensure you are 
thinking along the same lines, make sure to aerate 
your lawn in the dormant season - autumn being 
the best time for this. 

During summer however, just make sure the 
ground is not too waterlogged or compacted, by 
avoiding over-watering or feeding. 

Conversely, letting your lawn dry out will result 
in cracks exposing the roots, causing the grass to 
thin out and making it easier for weeds to take over. 

Championship lawns, like champions, aren’t 
created overnight. 

However if you start planning now, choose the 
right seed, mow at the correct height and make sure 
the ground beneath the grass is in good shape, 
you'll be all set to host your own home-grown 
tennis tournament next year.

What a brilliant week 
for the Romilly bowlers! 


IT has been a brilliant week for Barry 
Romilly Bowling Club, with success for 
the Munro Cup side, the ‘A’ Side and two 
wins for the club side. 

The Munro Cup team entertained local rivals 
Barry Central at Romilly Park on Wednesday last, 
taking the full 14 points - giving a chance to win the 
Cup when they visited Penarth Windsor yesterday 
(August 12) in a repeat of last year’s play-off which 
saw the ‘Rom’ take the Cup. 

Last week saw Romilly play two games - the first 
on Friday evening against Troedyrhiw, which was a 
re-arranged fixture - and the second on Saturday, a 
visit to Caerphilly. 

Both games were of massive importance in regard 
to Romilly’s chances of the league title this season. 

Similarly, Romilly ‘A’ side, who are also chasing 
the league title, welcomed Cyfarthfa Castle team 
from Merthyr to Romilly Park. 

‘Rom’ overcome Troedyrhiw 
THE ‘Rom’ welcomed Troedyrhiw to the Park on 
Friday evening in a re-arranged fixture of vital 
importance in context of the league as 
Troedyrhiw, although some 25 shots behind, had 
two games in hand. 

The game had to be reduced to 18 ends to beat the 
light as the start was slightly delayed waiting for 
some visitors to arrive. 

When play began, the Romilly players appeared 
up for the game pressurising the visitors from the off 
and by the fifth end had a lead of nine shots. 

The rink of Alan Bannister, Ray Hewitson, Fred 
Phillips and Brian Foscolo for once hit the ground 
running, ahead by seven shots at the fifth and ten 
shots at the end of the 10th: 15-5. Mel Newman’s 
rink of Kelvyne Mills, Terry ‘Smiler’ Bloomfield 
and Clive Collins were down by one shot in the early 
ends but had a purple patch during ends six to 10 
scoring 13 shots without reply, moving ahead 16-4. 

The other Romilly rinks skipped by Jeff Wright 
and Graham Cogbill, were having more of a struggle 
and at the halfway stage were four down and just one 
ahead respectively. 

The overall score at the end of the 10th was in 
favour of the ‘Rom’: 45 - 26 with three rinks ahead; 
therefore, it was imperative for all rinks to push on 
to secure the points. Foscolo and Newman’s rinks 
were playing against top Troedyrhiw skips Richie 
Davies and Dai ‘Bomber’ Jones but they had no 
answer to the excellent bowling of the ‘Rom’ rinks, 
who ran out easy winners by 23 - 6 and 27-6 
respectively. Cogbill’s rink were having a seesaw 
game 15-9 behind at the 14th end and then going 
ahead by two on the penultimate end, unfortunately 
dropping a two on the final end, drawing 17 - 17. 

This left Wright’s rink last on the green once 
again in a close struggle but again losing out by just 
one shot after being three behind, picking up a two 
and just not able to draw a third with the last bowl. 

Romilly ran out overall winners by 90 - 48 taking 
11 of the 14 points, which places Romilly 12 points 
clear at the top of the league and, importantly, 
removes the challenge of Troedyrhiw. 

Fantastic win 

ROMILLY travelled to Caerphilly on Saturday, 
in confident mood having disposed of Troedyrhiw 
the previous evening, but uncertain of the team 
the home side would have available. 

Although the ‘Rom’ players enjoy pitching their 
skills against the best it was pleasing to the ear to 
find that two of their internationals, namely Marc 
Wyatt and Ian Henderson, were unavailable. 

The game began on a green which was difficult at 
best and took a lot of concentration to lay good 
bowls yet after five ends Romilly held a slender two 
shot lead. 

During ends six to ten, the ‘Rom’ players played 
well with all rinks ahead giving Romilly an overall 
advantage of 18 (47 - 29). 

The rink of Jeff Coles, Alun Bryan, George 
Trepleton and Jeff Wright for once were in a 
comfortable position leading 22-10 after the 15th 
end whereas Romilly’s other rinks were embroiled in 
struggles with all rinks fairly even but Romilly were 
still 15 ahead overall. 

It was vital for the ‘Rom’ over the final six ends to 
maintain their form to ensure a win and, importantly, 
keep ahead of the rest of the teams at the top. 

Wright’s rink were in impressive form and 
continued their excellent play right up to the end, 
running out decisive winners 34 - 14; plus the links 
of Foscolo and Newman also fought hard over the 
last few ends winning by 22 - 16 and 19 - 13 
respectively. 

Ironically Cogbill’s rink who had drawn the 
previous evening were leading by one shot but once 
again lost a one on the final end to draw once again, 
but this was still a good result against the Caerphilly 
rink skipped by Welsh international Martin Selway. 

The result was a fantastic win especially away 
from home, 92 - 60 with three rinks up and a draw 
giving the ‘Rom’ 13 points to Caerphilly’s one point. 


The two days produced 24 points out of 28 which 
was superb although unexpected and still leaves The 
‘Rom’ 12 points clear at the top of the league table. 

Romilly ‘A’ v Cyfarthfa Castle 
(Merthyr) 

ROMILLY welcomed fourth placed Cyfarthfa 
Castle to Romilly Park on Saturday hoping to 
recover from the previous week’s defeat and get 
back on track towards the title. 

The visitors are a useful side and are able to create 
an upset, therefore the ‘Rom’ players had to be on 
their game to get a result - as the first five ends 
proved with the home side just ahead by three shots. 

Romilly desperately needed to up their game and 
this came from the rinks of Paul Williams and 
Howard Jones who surged into leads of 14 - 4 and 
13-5 respectively, offsetting the rink of Andrew 
Hacher who had gone behind 8-13, while Roger 
Jones’ rink held a one shot advantage leaving 
Romilly ahead at the 10th end by 14 shots: 45 - 31. 

Between ends 11 to 16 Romilly went further 
ahead, thanks to the rink of Phil Herbert, Clive 
Tapscott, Bryn Gough and skip Roger Jones who 
scored 16 shots without reply as the other rinks lost 
focus losing five shots between them but the ‘Rom’ 
still held a useful lead of 22 shots. Romilly with five 
ends to go were now confident of the overall victory 
and were trying to secure the individual rink points. 
Then things started to go wrong as Roger Jones’ rink 
went from heroes to villains, as they dropped a six 
on the 17th end and a further four shots over the last 
four ends, winning by only seven shots after being 
19 ahead. 

This coincided with Hacher’s rink dropping six 
shots over the same period, also Howard Jones’ rink 
went into self-destruct as they lost a lead, losing by 
three shots. 

Suddenly, the panic buttons were being pressed as 
things became uncomfortable; fortunately, the rink 
of Colin Davies, Mike Gronow, Brian Cheal and 
Paul Williams played superbly, taking six shots over 
last ends to secure an overall eight shot win, 82 - 74 
and collect 10 points to maintain their lead at the top 
as second-placed Blaenrhondda lost at Rhoose.

A THRILLING 
match which began 
with a Merilaht- 
Brand stand of 166 
and ended with a 
wicket with just one 
ball left, saw 
Cowbridge claim an 
outright victory at 
Briton Ferry Town 
by 100 runs last 
Saturday. 

The result kept 
Cowbridge in the second 
promotion space for 
elevation back to Division 
One of the South Wales 
Cricket Association. 

Given Cowbridge’s

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The Barry-born 
‘cook’ who won 
Grand National 

T HIS week’s subject from my out of 
print book Welsh Steeplechase 
Jockeys , which was published 
by Cwmnedd Press in 1993, is Grand 
National winning jockey John Cook. 

In 1971, Barry-bom John Cook became the first 
Welshman to win the Grand National since Mervyn 
Jones had been successful on Bogskar 31 years 
earlier. 

Riding the 28-1 chance Specify, owned by Fred 
Pontin, the 24 year-old former sailor, who was in 
fifth place jumping the last fence behind Sandy 
Sprite, Bowgeeno, Black Secret and Astbury, 
conjured up a late dash on the long mn-in to pip 
Black Secret by a neck. 

In winning this exciting race, John displayed one 
of the coolest examples of horsemanship ever seen at 
Aintree. His parents used to do the catering for the 
apprentices at Kingsclere and that is where he served 
his own apprenticeship with Welshman Evan 
Williams for some two-and-a-half-years, and later 
for the same period of time with Peter Hastings-Bass 
who had taken over the yard. 

John’s riding career really took off when he put an 
advertisement in the now sadly long-defunct 
Sporting Life in 1962, requesting rides. And as a 
result of the advertisement, he got a job with Frank 
Cundell at Aston Tirrold. 

John chalked-up the first of his 297 winners on 
Samoan Sun at Stratford the following year. He was 
associated with that wonderful steeplechaser Spanish 
Steps on whom he won the Black and White 
Whiskey Gold Cup (1968), Totalisator Champion 
Novice Chase (1969), Benson and Hedges Chase 
(1971), Hennessy Gold Cup (1969) and the Stones 
Ginger Wine Chase (1971). 

His biggesr success over hurdles was winning the 
Schweppes Gold Trophy on Cala Masquida in 1971. 

His race riding career was cut short in 1972 
when he broke his right leg for a second time. 

He later emigrated to Australia and after a long 
illness bravely borne, he died in 1999. He was aged 
just 62, a sad end for a wonderful jump jockey.

It also coincided with the annual President’s Lunch - 
a lavish affair that lasts all afternoon where the players 
enjoyed a hog roast dinner. 

Entertainment was provided by a 40-over match 
between the two sides. Bridgend won the toss and 
elected to bat first. 

Their batsmen were intent on striking the ball to all 
comers of the ground but this risk and reward attitude 
gave them problems, especially in the form of the left 
arm spin bowling of Matthew Keating, who returned 
the best figures of the bowling side with 8 overs, 2 for 
19. 

Young Sam Russell returned 3 for 37, Tom Merilhat 
3 for 42 and Alex Kurobasa 2 for 44. Bridgend were all 
out for 188 in the 39th over through the efforts of Tom 
Pearce 45, Troy Smith 29, Tom Dalton and Sam Pearce 
(both 22). 

After tea, it was the turn of Cowbridge to chase this 
formidable total. Cometh the hour, cometh the man and 
captain Michael Lloyd was that man. He carried his bat 
withl07 not out, finishing the game in fine style in the 
28th over with two consecutive sixes into the car park. 

He was ably supported by Tom Merilaht (20), 
Gethin Davies (16), Rian Thomas (17) and young Ed 
Thomas (17 n.o.). Mike’s century included five sixes 
and 11 fours. 

Cowbridge president Jeff Bird was delighted with 
the day’s proceedings and invited John Morgan 
(chairman of Bridgend CC) to present Mike with the 
1840 Cup. HW

T HE first close encounter of a 
Celtic kind took place at 
Lansdowne Road, Dublin on 
January 28,1882, when a raw Wales 
team took to the international field for 
the very first time in what was supposed 
to be a ‘friendly’ fixture against Ireland, 
who fielded 10 new caps that day. 

A pattern was immediately set that was to 
become very familiar over 132 years and 121 
fiercely-contested clashes - the first game 
being “frequently disrupted after disputes 
broke out from both sides”, according to one 
tactfully-worded account! 

Wales triumphed in the end by two goals, 
four tries to nil under the old scoring system, 
but such is the keen rivalry generated 
between the two, that the result is generally 
all but impossible to predict. 

None more so than in the latest ‘friendly’ 
encounter between the two - last Saturday at 
a near packed out Millennium Stadium in 
Cardiff - when both camps rested the bulk of 
their first choice players as part of the Rugby 
World Cup preparations. 

There was a crucial difference, though - 
while Ireland selected what was arguably 
almost a second string, firmly buttressed by 
vastly experienced players, Wales opted for 
an experimental line-up with only a 
smattering of ‘old hands’ in the mix. 

Wales’ assistant coach Shaun Edwards had 
candidly admitted beforehand that it was a 
calculated risk to field four new caps, relative 
novices and fringe players, even though there 
was nothing ostensibly at stake: “It’s almost 
like we are going into the unknown a little bit. 
We have got a lot of players we have seen play 
before, but who are playing with players they 
haven’t played with before”. 

And, sadly, that is exactly how it looked to 
the 74,000 spectators in the stadium and 
millions watching on TV, as the untroubled 
Irish romped to their 50th (and surely 
easiest) win over Wales - the 35-21 final 
result, if anything, flattering a home team 
that in truth was never in a one-sided contest 
from the opening set-piece. 

No wonder grim-faced head coach, Warren 
Gatland, looked shaken by the sheer scale of 
his team’s collective failings at the after¬ 
match press conference. 

After all, he had gambled on players who 
have been in continuous training together for 
two months to at least have a passing 
acquaintance with each other (no pun 
intended). 

“We are very disappointed with the way we 
played ...and the high number of handling 
errors and turnovers we conceded in the first 
half.... We gifted them too many soft points. 
“There are a number of aspects to work on. 

We made it quite easy for Ireland in the end,” 
he said drily. 

In fact, Wales were under the cosh up front 
from the outset, both in the tight and at the 
breakdown, being immediately forced into 
desperate defence. An inevitable score was 
not long delayed and it was seasoned Irish 
skipper Jamie Heaslip who strolled over 
unopposed for the first of five all too easy 
touchdowns. 

Outside half Paddy Jackson failed to 


convert, but after the embattled home eight 
were again pinned down on their own line, it 
led to an enforced penalty, which this time 
Jackson lofted over, and he followed this six 
minutes later by converting another stroll- 
over Irish try, this time by centre Darren 
Cave to put his side 15 points up in the first 
quarter. 

The more street-wise Irish then foiled a 
promising, if isolated, Welsh attack by 
dubious means, and promptly hit back with a 
try by man-of-the-match, Keith Earls, newly- 
restored to the Irish front line from long 
term injury. 

As if that wasn’t enough of a blow, the men 
in green then almost repeated the feat - with 
Wales again on the back foot and forced to 


concede a penalty - which Jackson 
converted, to put Ireland almost out of sight 
at 25-0 as halftime approached. 

Wales just had time to finally hit back at 
last with a neatly-worked try from a lineout 
near the Irish line - hooker Richard Hibbard 
scampering over in the corner, to a huge, 
relieved roar from the rugby-starved home 
crowd. 

Two minutes later, they nearly had more 
cause to celebrate in the same corner, when 
left wing Eli Walker performed an acrobatic 
leap to almost secure what would have been 
the try of the match, but just failed to touch 
down, as the whistle sounded the end of a 
bleak 40 minutes for Wales. 

There was another blow in store after the 


change-over when promising debutant Ross 
Moriarty (son of Paul and nephew of 
Richard) was unlucky to get a yellow card 
and Ireland were quick to capitalise with a 
fourth try by wing Simon Zebo, converted by 
Jackson, which stretched the lead to a 
seemingly unassailable 30-7 margin. 

Gatland had seen enough and began to 
empty the replacement bench, but the 
ironically named Felix Jones completed his 
side’s tally, for a workmanlike job well done. 

To their credit, this young, inexperienced 
Welsh side refused to lie down, with the 
outstanding Justin Tipuric now joined by 
Taulupe Faletau at the centre of a fight-back 
that eventually saw Tipuric complete a rare 
Welsh handling movement to score a try, 
converted by replacement Gareth Anscombe 
(winning his first cap since his transfer to 
Cardiff Blues from the land of his birth, New 
Zealand). 

Amazingly, there was just time to make the 
final score-line look a little more respectable 
at 35-21 when he converted a consolation try 
by his regional team mate, Alex Cuthbert, 
from the touchline. 

However, the Welsh camp can be under no 
illusions that this below-par performance 
was anything less than a serious setback to 
Rugby World Cup planning, with just four 
weeks or so to go to the tournament kick-off. 

In contrast, Irish head coach Joe Schmidt, 
expressed satisfaction that a number of his 
players had “put their hands up for World 
Cup selection”. 

They had not been surprised by Wales - 
“We had an advantage in experience... Our 
set-piece gave us opportunities and it was a 
tough environment out there for the Welsh 
youngsters,” he observed. 

While Saturday’s ‘friendly’ result in itself 
does not count and will soon be forgotten if 
Welsh fortunes take the expected upturn, it 
surely doesn’t offer the coaches (or the fans) 
much to cheer about in terms of achieving 
strength in depth; and will add to selection 
dilemmas for the return clash in Dublin. 

That in fact may well be an immediate 
consequence of Saturday’s failure to produce 
a competitive performance against an 
Ireland team which does not do ‘ friendly’- 
and is simply focused on winning each and 
every game in the run-up to RWC 2015. 

Another will be Gatland’s first cull of 
squad players from 46 to 36-38 later this 
week. He has already signalled that the 
display against Ireland “has a huge 
significance.. .It was an opportunity for 
players to go out there and perform...” 

Heads will now roll, and it will be 
interesting to see where the axe will fall...will 
it be tight forwards who were found lacking 
in the battle for possession up front, or 
mishandling backs, who will be held most 
responsible for one of the worst displays in 
Gatland’s seven-year tenure? 

There will be a lot of nervous players looking 
to their head coach for reassurance this week. 

Halfbacks Mike Phillips and James Hook, in 
particular, who struggled behind a well-beaten 
pack in the first half, are said to be about to pay 
the price for a dismal display that stemmed 
primarily from the failings of the Welsh front 
five. What a sad end that would be to their 
international careers.
